SOVIETS AND OTHERS STRONGLY OBJECTED WHEN CHAIRMAN GONZALEZ 
GALVEZ PROPOSED IN COMITE 6 POSTPONEMENT OF ENTIRE 
PACKAGE ON PROTECTION OF DIPLOMATS CONVENTION UNTIL NEXT 
YEAR. THEY THOUGHT WORK SHOULD BE COMPLETED THIS GA. 

NIGER, AS AFRICAN GROUP CHAIRMAN, SAID ITEM SHOULD BE 
POSTPONED SINCE COMPROMISE NOT AGREED BUT IF THERE WERE 
VOTE PARTS A AND B SHOULD BE VOTED SEPARATELY. MEXICO 
(AT US URGING), SUPPORTED BY UK, ARGUED STRENUOUSLY THAT 
IF THERE WERE VOTE IT MUST BE ON WHOLE PACKAGE. CHAIRMAN 
AGREED DRAFTING COMITE WOULD MAKE FINAL EFFORT AND IF 
NOT SUCCESSFUL THERE WOULD BE VOTE DEC. 6. 

IN DRAFTING COMITE, SHITTA BEY (NIGERIA) SUGGESTED

KENYA PROPOSED REPORT STATE: "PART B HAS BEEN WITHDRAWN 
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AS UNNECESSARY SINCE IT INCLUDES ARTICLES CONSIDERED
